MORE CONTITUTION TINKERING. 


From the Kansas* City Journal. 


It is extremely doubtful if the effort to 
abolish the electoral college will get be­ 
y o n d the 
preliminary 
stages. 
W hen the 
| resolution for an amendment to the consti­ 
tution to this effect was reported favorably 
by a senate committee, the impression was 
created that the president and vice presi­ 
dent were to be elected by a direct vote of 
the electoral college. 
The voters would cast their ballots for 
the president and vice president, instead of 
for electors, but the candidates receiving a 
majority or plurality in a given state would 
receive a vote equal to its representation in 
the house and senate, exactly as at present. 
There does not seem to be a remote prob­ 
ability that the people will approve such a 
tinkering with the constitution. 
President 
Harding 
has 
undoubtedly 
voiced the opinion of the people when he 
has opposed 
trivial 
meddling 
with the 
great instrument which is the bulwark of 
the national institutions. 
The history of the vote for electors since 
the organization of the republican party in 
1856 shows that neither of the two dem o­ 
crats elected since 
the 
war between the 
states has received a majority of all the in­ 
dividual votes cast, though, of course, they 
received pluralities in the popular vote as 
well as majorities in the electoral college. 
In 1888,

equips all locomotives with flangers, 
attached near the wheels, which for­

plows are stationed, awaiting 
calls 
from any section. 
In the mountain 
districts, the rotary 
plow 
is 
used, 
which furrows 
through

snow, 
whirling it from the tracks. 
Similar methods are used by the 
Minneapolis Sc St. Ix>uis, the Great 
j Northern and the 
Minneapolis,

Paul and Sault Ste. Marie systems. 
The former road has most 
of

trouble in its 250 miles of railroad iii 
South Dakota, says W. H. Bremner, 
president of the M. ft St.

wedge plows are the fighting factors. 
Snow’ gangs are employed in many 
cases by the Great Northern in deep 
cuts where the wind piles up drills 
too high tor the plows to penetrate. 
This road does not wait for calls to 
arrive, but keeps all plows busy dur­ 
ing a snow’ storm. 
Railroad men declare that the de­

The principal whales caught today 
are a spcies of rorquals, 
or 
fin­ 
whales; 
the blue 
whale, 
and the 
sperm whale. 
The latter, the hunt­ 
ing of which is principally confined 
to Americans, not only give sperm 
oil, but often contain 
ambergris, 
which is sold at $20 an ounce and 
used in the perfumery trade. 
The 
oil used for lubricating the wheels of 
watches comes from the dolphin, and 
is the finest oil known.
